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The Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues the previous office action should not have been made final. In response, the Examiner notes that the 1 12 
rejection was made to effect a minor change in claim language to clarify on which of the step in the claim a determination is made. As a 
result, it would not be warranted to withdraw finality of the previous office action. 

The Applicant argues the Examiner's definition of "switch" and "mode". Although the Applicant argues switching the mode of a 
camera comprises the use or not use of an OLPF, this limitation is not claimed in the contested claims. 

The Applicant argues against the Examiner's application of the cited prior art. In response, the Examiner maintains that the 
application of the cited prior art meets the broad claim limitations. 
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
